Historically, the farm¬ 
ers market can be traced 
back 5,000 years to Egypt, 
when farmers along the 
Nile met to sell their pro¬ 
duce to the general public. 
In America open air mar¬ 
kets have been around 
since the early settlers in 
Jamestown. Currently 
farmers markets are in 
operation across the face 
of the globe. The largest 
farmers market has 1,700 
vendors and is located in 
Tokyo. Between five and 
six thousand farmers mar¬ 
kets conduct business in 
the United States. Some 
are in the countryside. 
Some are in small towns 
and some are in the very 
heart of large cities. All 
the markets provide their 
customers with fresh pro¬ 
duce that is grown locally. 
Many markets are com¬ 
munities within them¬ 
selves. They are families 
or teams of agricultural 


merchants. They may be 
operated by a small gov¬ 
erning body with adminis¬ 
trative officials, with laws 
and by-laws. 

The Pendleton County 
Farmers Market is well 
run and appears once per 
week, like a beautiful 
flower, at 165 Ridgeway 
Avenue (in the empty lot 
between KOI Auto Parts 
and Barnes Hardware & 
Lumber) in Falmouth. The 
market opened in May and 
will continue through 
October, or as long as the 
season allows. Hours of 
operation are from 8 a.m. 
until 2 p.m. every Satur¬ 
day. 

The Pendleton County 
Farmers Market celebrat¬ 
ed National Farmers Mar¬ 
ket Week on Saturday, 
August 9 with some very 
special guests: Chef Clay¬ 
ton Lesak and the Pendle¬ 
ton County Cattlemen. 
Faith Acres Farm’s Sara 
Pettit, said, “Chef Lesak 
prepared delicious dishes 


out of produce from our 
market members and the 
Cattlemen sold their 
famous ribeyes. It was an 
awesome day and it was 
wonderful to receive such 
a great response from the 
community.” 

The Pendleton County 
Farmers Market is made 
of 14 farmer members or 
produce vendors. When 
customers visit the market 
they find a wide selection 
of fruits and vegetables. In 
addition to these healthy 
foods the market offers the 
following products: Maple 
syrup, black walnuts, 
jams, jellies, wine, herbs, 
house plants, trees, seeds, 
bulbs, soaps, lotion bars, 
bath salts, gourd birdhous¬ 
es, bedding plants, hang¬ 
ing plants, seasonal deco¬ 
rations, fresh eggs, local 
historical literature, arts 
and crafts.

Elvis Aaron Presley lives on in 
memory 37 years after death 


Elvis Aaron Presley was 
born on January 8, 1935 in 
East Tupelo, Mississippi. His 
mother Gladys Love Smith 
worked as a sewing machine 
operator and his father Ver¬ 
non had several low-paying 
jobs. Elvis had an identical 
twin brother that was still¬ 
born and given the name 
Jesse Garon. 

Presley first stepped in¬ 
side a recording studio in 
July of 1953. He initially 
went to record some songs as 
a gift for his mother. While 
he didn’t impress anyone ini¬ 
tially, almost one year later 
(June 1954) while playing 
around during a break from 
recording, Sam Phillips of 
Sun Records heard what Pre¬ 
sley could really do and asked 
him to start over. Phillips be¬ 
gan recording and released 
“That’s All Right (Mama)” 
on air July 8, 1954 through 
DJ Dewey Phillips. Radio 
listeners immediately began 
ing the phone lines try¬ 
ing to find out who the new 
voice was. Presley’s career 
was launched. His contract 
with Sun Records was sold 
in 1955 to RCA Victor. In 
1956 Elvis started appear¬ 
ing on television shows and 
within the year he was an in¬ 
ternational sensation. 

Elvis is commonly called 
‘The King of Rock and Roll.’

Presley received 14 Grammy 
nominations and won three. 
He regularly broke concert 
attendance records and re¬ 
cord sales. In 1970 he was 
named ‘One of the Ten Out¬ 
standing Young Men of the 
Nation.’ He was presented 
with a lifetime achievement 
award from the National 
Academy of Recording Arts 
and Sciences in 1971 at the 
age of 36. To date he has 
been inducted into four mu¬ 
sic halls of fame. 

Elvis Presley died prema¬ 
turely at age 42 in Memphis 
Tennessee, from poor health 
and the effects of a long¬ 
term dependency on drugs. 
He remains one of the best¬ 
selling and most influential 
artists in the history of pop¬ 
ular music.

to inject it; therefore, they 
often stop at the first large 
parking lot or public rest¬ 
room they can find. What 
does this mean for you and 
the community? 

Soon there will be many 
school activities being held 
around the area. For those 
organizing the events, 
please scour the area to 
ensure that there are no 
discarded needles. Do not 
pick it up without protec¬ 
tion. Your best practice is to 
simply mark the location of 
the needle (or needles, as 
you may find more than 
one location in the area you 
are searching). Call your 
local police or fire depart¬ 
ment to remove the needles 
before the event. You may 
even want to call them first 
to help you search. That 
way it will expedite your 
event without delay. 

• Every day, it is advis¬ 
able to watch where you 
walk. Do not let children 
play in public areas without 
tennis shoes (hard sole 
shoes preferred). 

• Educate children about 
what a syringe looks like 
and to not pick up any¬ 
thing that looks like it. 
Educate children to call for 
help.

• Learn about safe needle 
clean-up, as you may need 
to act immediately. 

• Protect your own 
hands and feet with latex 
gloves - this will not pre¬ 
vent sticks but will keep 
skin protected from con¬ 
taminants. 

• Use tongs or pliers to 
pick the needles up - pick 
up from the middle of the 
barrel. 

• Place the needle in a 
hard plastic container with 
a lid, such as an detergent 
bottle or cat litter contain¬ 
er. 

• Mark the container 
with the word “needles;” 
and 

• Drop the container off 
at local police or fire depart¬ 
ment, noting the location 
where you found it. 

Needlesticks are rare, 
but if it happens: The Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control 
and Prevention suggests 
that if you accidentally get 
stuck with a sharp needle 
that has been used by 
another person that you: 


• Thoroughly wash the 
wound with soap and 
water, alcohol, or hand san¬ 
itizer. 

• Immediately seek 
medical attention through 
physician or local emergen¬ 
cy room.

The latest scams and bad business from the BBB 


Son proud of father’s service during World War II 


Here is a list of the latest 
scams and bad business from 
the Better Business Bureau: 

1. Bogus Debt Collectors 
are calling local residents, pres¬ 
suring them to “pay their 
debt.” These callers are 
extremely aggressive and 
threaten to file a lawsuit or get 
the police involved if victims 
do not pay immediately. Vic¬ 
tims are asked to pay via Green 
Dot MoneyPak or by wire 
transfer. 

2. Local residents have 
been bombarded by Fake Calls 
from the IRS. The caller tells 
the victim that they have failed 
to pay their taxes for months 
ana threatens jail time and 
lawsuits. The calls are not 
identical but they all want the 
victims bank account infor¬ 
mation, and payment immedi¬ 
ately. 

3. Scammers impersonat¬ 
ing the U.S. Treasury have 
been awarding Fake Govern¬ 
ment Grants. These scammers 
are telling victims that all they 
have to do is pay a few hun¬ 
dred dollars via Green Dot 
MoneyPak or wire services for 
processing fees. Government 
grants are not for personal use! 
For more, go to Grants.gov. 

4. Local residents are being 
contacted by the Coalition of 


Credit Card Relief. The “com¬ 
pany” is asking victims for 
account information in order 
to consolidate bills. This is a 
fake organization. If you 
receive a similar call, hang up! 

3. Scammers are sending 
malicious emails, pretending 
to be EZ Pass. The email states 
that the victim has unpaid 
tolls and to download the 
attached invoice. When the 
victim clicks on the attach¬ 
ment, a virus is downloaded 
and is used to scan for per¬ 
sonal and banking informa¬ 
tion. 

6. BBB is issuing an alert 
on an online-gaming compa¬ 
ny, Now Lucky. There have 
been numerous complaints 
about the company offering 
iPads for just $1 - of course 
you have to play, and pay for, a 
certain number of online 

ames with the company 

efore receiving the iPad. This 
is a scam! The company is 
charging victims hundreds of 
dollars for membership fees. 

7. Scammers impersonat¬ 
ing Life Alert, have been con¬ 
tacting senior citizens offering 
free Life Alert services. The 
caller says the victim is eligible 
for a free system, or a family 
member has already paid for 
it. The scammers are using 


caller I.D. spoofing technolo¬ 
gy to trick seniors, and are 
trying to get victim’s addresses, 
bank account information, 
and social security numbers. 

8. A Survey Scam has sur¬ 
faced, asking victims to take a 
short survey about a retailer or 
product in order to receive a 
$30 gift card. The victim takes 
the survey, and at the end, is 
notified that the gift card is 
“out of stock.” The victim is 
asked to give personal infor¬ 
mation in order to receive the 
gift card at a later date. 

9. A company that goes by 
Midwest Circulation has been 
reported in the service area. 
The company sells Fake Maga¬ 
zine Subscriptions. The com¬ 
pany goes door-to-door or in 
shopping center parking lots 
selling these subscriptions. 
The sellers usually say they are 
raising money for schools or 
charity. The company is oper¬ 
ating illegally without sales 
permits. 

10. BBB Back-to-School 
Tips: Take inventory, set a 
budget and stick to it, com¬ 
pare prices, and look for the 
deals. Also, know what your 
child’s school does and does 
not allow. Always check for 
refund and exchange policies.

I saw your article regard¬ 
ing World War II Veterans 
of Pendleton County and I 
wanted to forward to you 
the exploits of my father, 
Harry J. Smith. I am a resi¬ 
dent of Pendleton County, 
Butler, but my dad was a 
lifelong resident of Camp¬ 
bell County..Dayton, Alex¬ 
andria, Newport and Ft. 
Thomas. He joined the 
Navy in 1943, when I was 
two years old, and while on 
his way to boot camp via 
train, a Marine recruiter 
walked through the car and 
asked for two volunteers for 
the Marine Corps. No one 
raised their hand, so the 
sergeant told everyone to 
roll up their sleeve and he 
selected the two guys with 
the most hair on their 
arms..of which my dad was 
one. 


He went to Marine boot 
camp in San Diego, Calif., 
and then in to Hawaii for 
advanced infantry training. 
As part of the fifth marine 
division he participated in 
the invasion of Iwo Jima, 
the bloodiest battle of the 
Pacific Theater, in February 
and March of 1945. 

He was assigned to a 
four man machine gun crew 
and while advancing their 
position of the thirteenth 
day of combat an enemy 
mortar shell hit the trail 
they were on, killing three 
of the four man crew and 
wounding my dad in the 
leg. 

He was then evacuated 
to the hospital ship and 
eventually sent back to a 
hospital in Hawaii. After 
Japan surrendered, he went 
to occupied Japan and was 


there until his enlistment 
was up. 

My dad died in 2001 
and at his burial in Alexan¬ 
dria Cemetery, a “fly over” 
of vintage World War II 
fighter planes with the 
“missing man formation,” 
flew over. They were part of 
an air show in Ohio at the 
time and it was just pure 
coincidence that they flew 
over at the time. It was a 
deeply moving event and I 
still tear up when I think 
about it today. 

Thank you for hearing 
me out and I salute all the 
brave men and women who 
gave so much for their 
country during this world 
conflict, and all those who 
still serve today. God bless 
them!

Then this Sunday 
is the day because each year 
on August 17, National 
Thrift Shop Day is celebrat¬ 
ed across the United States. 

A thrift shop (also known 
as a thrift store, charity shop, 
hospice shop or resale shop) 
is a retail establishment typi¬ 
cally run by a charitable 
organization to raise money 
to be used in accord with the 
organization’s stated charita¬ 
ble purpose. 

Thrift shops are a type of 
social enterprise that nor¬ 
mally sell used goods that are 
donated by members of the 
public and are often staffed 
by volunteers. Donation of 
the items being sold, allows 
for a lower cost to the buy¬ 
ers. 

Saving money is on the 
minds of everyone these days 
and shopping at thrift stores 
is becoming more and more 
popular. Clothing, furniture 
and household goods are 
great finds among the other 
hidden treasures within the 
walls of thrift shops across 
the country. To some, shop¬ 
ping at a thrift store isn’t 
even about the price (that’s 
just a bonus!) but instead, it’s 
about the adventure of find¬ 
ing vintage and antique 
items. 

Here are a few tips to 
being a successful thrift store 
shopper: 

1. Study the clothing at 
department stores. Visit a 
few department stores before 
going to the thrift store. It’s a 
great way to find out what’s 
in style and learn the names 
of different clothing design¬ 
ers. Take a close look at the 
types of fabrics, materials 
and colors that your favorite 
designers like to use. You’ll

6. Watch for special sales 
and discounts.

Ask a 
store clerk if and when the 
store has special sales. 

7. Be a careful shopper. 
Look over each piece of 
clothing or accessory to 
check for stains, loose seams, 
design flaws or signs of dam¬ 
age. Also, don’t buy clothing 
that looks faded. When you 
can find the best, why settle 
for mediocre? 

8. Try before you buy. A 
lot of thrift stores have dress¬ 
ing rooms where you can try 
on clothes. Unless you know 
your size very well, try on a 
garment in the store to see 
how it looks on you before 
you go to the checkout line.

Energy saving tips for your home 


The following column is 
from Kentucky Attorney 
General Jack Conway. 

Summer is here, prompt¬ 
ing many of us to adjust the 
air conditioning in our 
homes. However, dialing 
down the thermostat too 
much during the summer 
months can result in costly 
energy bills and for many 
Kentuckians, every dollar 
saved can make a difference 
when trying to make ends 
meet. 

As your Attorney Gener¬ 
al, I’ve worked hard to stop 
more than one billion dollars 
in proposed rate increases by 
utility companies. There are 
also actions you can take as a 
consumer to cut down on 
utility costs not only this 
season, but year-round. By 
making a few minor adjust¬ 
ments to how your family 
uses energy in the home, you 
can save money on your bill 
and reduce your environ¬ 
mental impact as well. 

Here is a list of five sim¬ 
ple energy-saving tips my 
Office of Rate Intervention 
and I have put together to 
help you and your family 
beat the heat and cut costs 
this summer: 

1. Conduct a home ener¬ 
gy audit. Home energy 
audits pinpoint inefficien¬ 
cies in your home’s heating 
and cooling system and 
building structure. Addi¬ 
tionally, they help you deter¬ 
mine what upgrades to your 
home will help save the most 
energy and have the fastest 
payback period. Tips on 
conducting your own energy 
audit can be found at http:// 
energysavers.gov. If you 
choose to hire a professional 
auditor to assess how much 
energy is consumed in your 
home and where energy is 
lost, contact your local elec¬ 
tric or natural gas provider 
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to find an auditor in your 
area. You may also visit the 
Certified Rater Directory at 
http://www.resnet.us or the 
Kentucky Home Perfor¬ 
mance Program at http:// 
kyhomeperformance.org. 

2. Install a programma¬ 
ble thermostat. You can save 
as much as much as 10 per¬ 
cent a year on your heating 
and cooling bills by simply 
turning your thermostat up 
10 to 15 percent for eight 
hours in the summer and 
dialing it down in the win¬ 
ter. You can do this auto¬ 
matically by installing a pro¬ 
grammable thermostat. If 
you purchase a programma¬ 
ble thermostat, look for the 
“EnergyStar” label. 

3. Install efficient light¬ 
ing. Installing energy-effi¬ 
cient lighting is one of the 
fastest ways to cut your ener¬ 
gy bills. An average house¬ 
hold dedicates 11 percent of 
its energy budget to lighting. 
Using new lighting technol¬ 
ogies can reduce lighting 
energy use in your home by 
50 to 75 percent. 

4. Replace outdated 
appliances with EnergyStar 
appliances or maximize the 
efficiency. EnergyStar appli¬ 
ances can cut energy bills by 
15 to 30 percent, and incen¬ 
tives, rebates, and tax credits 
are available for homeowners 
purchasing appliances or 
making other energy-effi¬ 
cient upgrades to their 


homes. If not replacing, you 


can maximize energy savings 
by using current appliances 
more efficiently. For 
instance, run the dishwasher 
only when it is fully loaded 
and turn the heated-drying 
selection off. Also, consider 
cleaning the coils on the 
back of your refrigerator and 
make sure the door seals are 
airtight. 

5. Turn off or use “sleep” 
mode to power down com¬ 
puters and home office 
equipment. By turning off 
your computer or switching 
to sleep mode when not in 
use, you can save energy and 
curtail unnecessary heat to 
reduce air-conditioning 
needs. You can diminish 
“phantom” energy loads by 
unplugging home office 
appliances. If you use a 
power strip, utilize the 
switch on the power strip to 
cut all power to the appli¬ 
ance. Additionally, remem¬ 
ber to unplug battery and 
mobile device chargers when 
the batteries are fully charged 
or the chargers are not in 
use.

Practice safety at the shooting range 


The cooler temperatures 
and lower humidity that 
spread across Kentucky this 
week made it feel more like 
early fall than the dog days of 
summer. 

Fall hunting season seems 
closer with a crispness in the 
air in mid-July. And in reali¬ 
ty, it isn’t far off. Early fall 
squirrel season in Kentucky 
opens in less than a month. 

Spending time at the 
shooting range now not only 
is fun but it’s also a surefire 
way to ensure you’ll be ready 
when it counts this fall. 

“Ranges are established 
places where people go to 
shoot rifles, pistols, shotguns, 
even archery,” said Bill Baida, 
Hunter Education Supervi¬ 
sor with the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “Rarely 
are all of these done at the 
same time and at the same 
range.” 

Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life has public shooting rang¬ 
es (tube, trap and skeet, and 
archery) on select wildlife 
management areas in Ken¬ 
tucky. A complete list is avail¬ 
able online at fw.ky.gov. 

These public shooting 
ranges are self-serve - trap 
and skeet ranges are open to 
organized clubs or groups 
and must be reserved 30 days 
in advance - and users must 
comply with the posted rules. 
Some of the guidelines are 
based on courtesy; the major¬ 
ity focus on safety. 

“When you get to a 


range, there should be a sign 
that clearly marks what the 
range is for,” Baida said. “Be 
aware of what you can and 
cannot use on each range 
because these ranges are 
placed and have safety zones 
according to the firearms 
they’re designed to handle.” 

The basic rules of fire¬ 
arms safety still apply at the 
range: 

• Treat every firearm as if 
it’s loaded. Keep the action 
open and the firearm unload¬ 
ed until you’re ready to fire. 

• Make sure you point the 
firearm in a safe direction. At 
a range, that’s designated as 
toward the target. Never 
point it at yourself or others. 

• Keep your finger off the 
trigger until you’re ready to 
shoot. 

• Know your target and 
what’s in front of or behind 
it. 

“Probably the most com¬ 
mon thing I see on rifle rang¬ 
es is people still handling a 
firearm on the firing line 
while people are down 
range,” Baida said. “For safe¬ 
ty and courtesy that’s some¬ 
thing you shouldn’t do when 
people have gone down range 
to work on targets.” 

The same applies for 
shotgunners. 

“From time to time peo¬ 
ple need to go down to the 
trap houses and reload the 
thrower,” Baida said. “Again, 
you should not be handling 
your firearms when someone 
does that. Most shotgun 


ranges are pretty good about 
having a rack to put your 
shotgun in when you’re not 
shooting.” 

Aside from proper han¬ 
dling of firearms, there are 
two other safety measures to 
keep in mind. 

Eye and ear protection are 
required at all times. 

Depending on the weath¬ 
er, an anti-fog lens cleaner 
may need to be applied to 
safety glasses. 

“Another thing that helps 
keep your glasses from fog¬ 
ging up is to take off your 
hat,” Baida said. 

Hearing damage is irre¬ 
versible, and the sound of 
your firearm going off should 
not be the signal to protect 
your ears. 

Baida advises wearing ear 
plugs and ear muffs when 
shooting anything other than 
a .22 caliber firearm. 

“With a .22, I recom¬ 
mend one or the other,” 
Baida said. 

As more people visit the 
shooting range with the fall 
hunting season drawing clos¬ 
er, be even more aware of 
what’s going on around you. 
Don’t be bashful about call¬ 
ing for a cease fire if you 
observe a potentially danger¬ 
ous situation. 


“Everyone should stop 
shooting and figure out 
what’s going on and fix it,” 
Baida said. “It’s not a big 
deal. Just get it done. If 
someone gets hurt then it’s a 
big deal.”

Healthy and heartworm free 


One of the most funda¬ 
mental responsibilities of 
pet ownership is an annual 
visit to the veterinarian for a 
heartworm checkup. 

Veterinarian experts 
offer some answers to com¬ 
mon questions about this 
ritual. 

• My veterinarian is rec¬ 
ommending a heartworm 
test, but my dog was just 
tested a year ago. Why does 
he need a test again so soon? 

Your dog should have an 
annual heartworm test to 
determine if he became 
infected during the previous 
season. 

It takes months before a 
dog with heartworm will 
test positive. So testing 
annually, usually at the time 
the prescription for his 
heartworm medication is 
being renewed, makes sense. 

As with many diseases, 
the earlier heartworm can be 
diagnosed, the better the 
chances he will recover. If 
heartworm disease in a dog 
goes undetected and 
untreated, the worms can 
cause progressive and poten¬ 
tially fatal damage to his 
arteries, heart and lungs. 


• If my dog is on con¬ 
tinuous heartworm preven¬ 
tion, why does he need to be 
tested? 

Annual testing ensures 
his prevention program is 
working. Heartworm medi¬ 
cations are highly effective, 
but dogs can still become 
infected. 


Why? A common reason 
is simple forgetfulness. 
Missing just one dose of a 
monthly medication, or 
administering it late, can 
leave a dog unprotected. 
Even if you do everything 
right and on time, it’s no 
guarantee. 

Some dogs spit out their 
heartworm pills when their 
owners aren’t looking. Dogs 
have also been known to 
vomit heartworm pills or 
rub off a topical medication. 
Whatever the cause of miss¬ 
ing or delaying a dose, any 
of these mishaps can put 
your dog at risk of heart- 
worm infection. 

Remember, pets need 
year-round prevention to 
keep them healthy and free 
of deadly heartworms. Your 
pet’s annual heartworm 
check-up is crucial.

apply for low interest 2014 
loans available through 
FSA’s direct farm ownership 
program. The deadline to 
submit applications is Sep¬ 
tember 30, 2014. 

Eligible producers can 
borrow up to 300 thousand 
dollars in direct farm owner¬ 
ship loans to buy or enlarge 
a farm, construct new farm 
buildings or improve struc¬ 
tures, pay closing costs, or 
promote soil and water con¬ 
servation and protection. 
The interest rate on select 


loans can be as low as 1.5 
percent with up to 40 years 
to repay. 

“This is an extraordinary 
opportunity for more farm¬ 
ers and ranchers to get low- 
interest loans to start their 
first farm, or expand an 
existing family farm,” said 
McCauley. “There are no 
backlogs or waiting for 
funding. If you’ve dreamed 
about starting a farm, or if 
you’re looking to strengthen 
your farm, we want to help.”
